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REPORT 


For  the  Year  ending  April  i,  1887. 


Another  year  since  we  last  met  for  our  annual  meeting 
has  passed,  and  still  affairs  at  the  Home  go  on  in  the  even 
tenor  of  their  way.  Under  a  roof  which  shelters  so  many 
who  have  passed  the  boundary  of  threescore  years  and  ten, 
is  it  not  remarkable  that,  as  the  mile-stones  are  passed,  so 
few  fall  out  by  the  way  ? 

Our  number  remains  the  same,  but  some  changes  have 
necessarily  occurred.  Three  who  were  members  of  this 
family  of  aged  ones  a  year  ago  have  died. 

Miss  Emerson,  always  patient  under  her  misfortunes,  who 
bore  so  cheerfully  her  double  affliction,  passed  away  in 
September  last,  and  we  trust  is  now  receiving  her  reward 
where  “the  lame  walk,  and  the  blind  receive  their  sight.” 

Miss  Christian  entered  the  Home  in  the  full  belief  that 
she  had  many  years  more  of  life,  but,  after  a  few  months’ 
illness,  was  released  from  all  suffering. 

Mrs.  Hallett,  an  outside  beneficiary,  was  taken  ill  in  May, 
and  lived  but  a  few  days.  She  was  kindly  cared  for  by  the 
Visiting  Committee,  and  laid  to  rest  in  Cedar  Grove 
Cemetery. 

Miss  Lillie,  the  oldest  member  of  the  household,  died 
after  a  few  days’  illness,  only  a  few  weeks  since,  and,  al¬ 
though  so  aged,  clung  to  life  as  if  she, were  years  younger. 

The  condition  of  one  whose  mind  had  become  somewhat 
obscure  was  taken  into  consideration  by  the  Board ;  and  it 
was  decided  that,  not  only  on  her  own  account,  but  for  the 
benefit  of  all  in  the  house,  it  was  better  to  have  her  board 
away  from  the  Home,  although  she  is  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Managers  the  same  as  if  she  were  still  within  its  walls. 
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Another  inmate  has  found  a  home  elsewhere,  making  five 
vaeancies  which  have  been  filled. 

During  the  year,  we  have  gratefully  acknowledged  bequests 
from  several  who,  when  in  life,  were  interested  in  the  aged, 
and  at  their  death  kindly  remembered  the  Home:  Mrs. 
Mehitable  Adams,  $1,000;  the  estate  of  John  H.  Eastburn, 
$3,000;  Benjamin  F.  Penniman,  $127.73  ;  Mrs.  Catherine 
Humphreys,  $1,000. 

The  Home  still  remains  under  the  care  of  the  efficient 
matron,  Mrs.  Curtis,  whose  kindness  and  sympathy,  ready 
tact  and  good  judgment,  are  acknowledged  by  all,  and  whose 
ladylike  bearing  and  cordial  manner  are  a  delight  to  the 
many  visitors  at  the  Home;  and  the  Board  feel  that  they 
have  great  cause  to  be  grateful  that  the  care  of  the  house 
is  intrusted  to  so  competent  a  person. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  record  the  death  of  an 
active  member  from  the  Board  of  Managers.  Miss  Hiss, 
who  for  some  time  had  taken  a  deep  interest  in  the  work, 
and  who  had  endeared  herself  to  many  co-workers,  passed 
away  early  in  the  year,  regretted  by  all. 

We  do  not  forget  our  obligations  to  children  ;  and,  during 
the  year,  money  has  been  spent  for  those  who  needed  help 
and  assistance. 

In  taking  a  retrospective  view  of  affairs  at  the  Home,  let 
us  not  forget  that  we  have  a  future  which  demands  our 
attention  and  consideration. 

The  Home  at  present  accommodates  but  nineteen  in¬ 
mates  ;  and  it  is  with  pleasure  that  we  invite  the  public  to 
enter  our  doors,  and  thus  be  convinced  of  the  privileges 
enjoyed  by  its  members. 

As  the  Home  is  now  conducted,  we  are  obliged  in  nearly 
every  instance  to  have  each  apartment  occupied  by  two 
persons.  Rarely  does  it  occur  that  any  differences  arise 
between  room-mates,  and  it  is  often  pathetic  to  witness  their 
mutual  care  and  devotion ;  but  one  can  readily  see  it  is 
highly  important  that  there  should  be  extra  rooms  in  cases 
of  illness,  for  many  a  wakeful  night  is  passed  by  one  person, 
owing  to  the  illness  of  her  room-mate. 
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Again,  in  our  present  quarters,  it  is  impossible  to  add 
even  one  to  our  number.  Still,  the  Managers  are  constantly 
importuned  to  admit  just  one  more  ;  and,  as  the  waiting  list 
is  never  small,  it  is  often  a  matter  for  discussion  and  de¬ 
liberation  to  whom  to  give  the  first  place. 

We  are  particularly  desirous,  at  no  distant  day,  to  enlarge 
our  building  and  make  it  more  commodious ;  to  have  a 
larger  number  of  inmates  and  single  rooms  for  many  whose 
peculiar  needs  seem  to  demand  it. 

Who  appeal  to  our  sympathies  more  than  those  who 
have  accomplished  their  life-work,  and  many  of  them  so 
faithfully,  and  are  simply  waiting  the  Master’s  summons  ? 
We  appeal  to  the  citizens  of  Roxbury,  as  this  is  a  Roxbury 
institution,  to  assist  us  in  the  proposed  undertaking.

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ACT  OF  INCORPORATION. 


COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 

IN  THE  YEAR  ONE  THOUSAND  EIGHT  HUNDRED  AND  FIFTY-SIX. 


AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  Children’s  Home  and  Home  for  Aged  Females  in 

Roxbury. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 
Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same ,  as  follows  : 

Section  i.  James  Ritchie,  John  Rogers,  Charles  K.  Dillaway,  and 
James  Waldock,  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a 
corporation  by  the  name  of  the  Children’s  Home  and  Home  for  Aged 
Females  in  Roxbury,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  destitute  children 
and  aged  females,  and  affording  a  temporary  home  for  the  same,  with 
all  the  powers  and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  liabilities  set  forth  in 
the  forty-fourth  chapter  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Sect.  2.  Said  corporation  may  take  and  hold  real  estate  not  exceed¬ 
ing  the  value  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  estate  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  the  value  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  for  the  aforesaid  charitable 
purposes. 

Sect.  3.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT 

To  change  the  name  of  the  “  Children’s  Home  and  Home  for  Aged 

Females  in  Roxbury.” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 
Court  assembled ’  and  by  authority  of  the  same ,  as  follows  : 

Section  i.  The  name  of  the  corporation  known  as  the  “  Children’s 
Home  and  Home  for  Aged  Females  in  Roxbury”  is  changed  to  the 
“  Roxbury  Home  for  Children  and  Aged  Women.” 

Sect.  2.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

AN  ACT 

Enabling  the  Roxbury  Home  for  Children  and  Aged  Women  to  hold 

additional  real  and  personal  estate. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House .  of  Representatives  in  General 
Court  assembled,  and  by  authority  of  the  same ,  as  follows  : 

Section  i.  Section  two  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  forty  of  the 
Acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-six,  entitled  “An  Act  to 
incorporate  the  Children’s  Home  and  Home  for  Aged  Females  in  Rox¬ 
bury,”  is  repealed,  and  the  following  is  substituted  in  place  thereof: 
Said  corporation  may  take  and  hold  real  estate  not  exceeding  the  value 
of  seventy-five  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  estate  not  exceeding  the 
value  of  seventy-five  thousand  dollars,  for  the  aforesaid  charitable  pur¬ 
poses. 

Sect.  2.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

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BY-LAWS. 


ADOPTED  APRIL  22,  1884. 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  corporation  shall  consist  of  the  persons  named  in  the  Act  of  In¬ 
corporation,  all  Life  and  Honorary  Members,  and  of  all  such  persons 
as  shall  have  received,  at  any  legal  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managtrs, 
a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  meeting,  and  shall  pay  such  sum 
as  shall  be  voted  as  the  annual  assessment.  Membership  to  cease  upon 
non-payment  of  the  annual  assessment. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  the  corporation,  under  the  name  of  the  “  Board  of 
Managers,”  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer,  Sec¬ 
retary,  Auditor,  and  not  more  than  thirty  other  persons,  all  of  whom 
shall  be  members  of  the  corporation.  They  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot 
at  each  annual  meeting,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and 
until  others  are  chosen  and  qualified.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall 
have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  occurring  during  the  year. 

*  ARTICLE  III. 

*  MEETINGS. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation  shall  be  holden  on  the  fourth 
Tuesday  of  April;  and  the  Board  of  Managers  may  call  special  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  corporation  whenever  in  their  opinion  expedient  or  desirable, 
and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  call  them  whenever  requested  in  writing  so 
to  do  by  twenty  members.  Notice  of  time  and  place  of  meeting  shall 
be  given  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  Boston  at 
least  four  days  previous  to  the  meeting. 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  on  the 
third  Tuesday  of  every  month,  at  such  place  and  hour  as  they  shall 
direct;  and  special  meetings  maybe  called  at  any  time  by  the  President, 
Vice-President,  or  Committee  for  the  month.  Notices  of  such  special 
meetings  shall  state  the  object  for  which  they  are  called.  Six  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

MANAGERS. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  the  entire  government  and  control 
of  the  Home,  and  of  the  general  business  and  property  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion.  They  may  choose  committees  from  their  own  members  on  Finance, 
Supplies,  Repairs,  Admissions,  and  such  other  committees  as  may  be 
necessary  to  perform  any  special  duties.  They  shall  have  full  power 
to  take  any  measures  which  they  may  deem  expedient  for  encouraging 
subscriptions,  donations,  and  bequests  to  the  corporation ;  and  they 
shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  corporation,  on  the  Treasurer’s  ac¬ 
counts  and  on  the  general  state  of  the  Home,  and  give  an  abstract  of 
their  doings  for  the  year. 

ARTICLE  V. 

VISITING  COMMITTEE. 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  one  or  more  from  the  Board  of  Man¬ 
agers  for  every  month,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  the  Home  at 
least  once  a  week,  ascertain  all  needs,  make  fitting  suggestions,  give 
orders  for  necessary  purchases,  and  submit  their  report  at  the  succeed¬ 
ing  monthly  meeting.  They  shall  also  have  supervision  over  outside 
beneficiaries. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  shall 
have  the  charge  and  care  of  the  finances,  shall  receive  all  moneys  due, 
and  shall  pay  all  bills  which  have  been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Man¬ 
agers  or  their  authorized  committees.  He  shall  render  an  account  an¬ 
nually  to  the  corporation  and  quarterly  to  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

AUDITOR. 

The  auditor  shall,  in  the  month  of  April  of  every  year,  audit  the 
account  of  the  Treasurer,  examine  the  property  of  the  corporation,  and 
append  his  report  to  the  Treasurer’s  annual  statement. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

SECRETARY. 

The  Secretary  shall  notify  and  attend  all  meetings  of  the  corporation 
and  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  keep  a  distinct  record  of  the 
doings  of  each,  with  the  names  of  those  present  at  Board  meetings, 
and  shall  notify  the  members  of  the  Visiting  Committee  of  their  term 
of  service,  and  shall  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  all  communica¬ 
tions  requiring  action. 
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ARTICLE  IX. 

LIFE  MEMBERS. 

Any  person  who  shall  contribute  the  sum  of  $50  may  become  a  Life 
Member  by  a  vote  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  X. 

ADMISSION  OF  INMATES. 

Preference  shall  be  given  to  those  applicants  who  are  residents  of 
that  part  of  Boston  formerly  known  as  Roxbury.  The  Managers  may, 
if  they  deem  it  expedient,  aid  beneficiaries  at  their  own  home. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

DONATIONS. 

All  sums  received  by  the  Association  as  donations  or  bequests,  unless 
the  donor  or  testator  shall  otherwise  prescribe,  and  all  moneys  collected, 
including  subscriptions,  may  be  applied  to  the  current  expenses  of  the 
Institution,  or  to  create  or  increase  a  permanent  fund,  or  be  otherwise 
invested  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

The  foregoing  By-laws  may  be  altered,  amended,  or  added  to  by  a 
vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present  at  any  legal  meeting  of  the  . 
corporation,  notice  thereof  having  been  given  of  the  change  proposed 
in  the  call  for  said  meeting. 


GENERAL  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 


ARTICLE  I. 

VISITING  COMMITTEE. 

The  visitors  for  the  month  shall  visit  the  Home  not  less  than  once 
a  week.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  see  the  inmates,  inquire  into  their  con¬ 
dition,  and  give  such  encouragement  and  advice  as  may  be  in  their  power 
or  the  circumstances  of  the  case  seem  to  require.  The  Committee  shall 
have  the  general  oversight  of  the  Matron  and  thfe  concerns  of  the  family. 
They  shall  ascertain  the  needs  of  the  Institution,  and  direct  the  purchase 
of  such  articles  as  may  be  required  for  its  temporary  welfare  and  comfort. 
They  shall  see  that  the  Matron  conforms  to  the  rules  as  to  her  own  con¬ 
duct  and  that  of  the  family,  and  they  shall  make  a  monthly  report  to  the 
Managers  of  the  Institution. 

ARTICLE  II. 

MATRON. 

The  Matron,  under  direction  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  shall  have 
charge  of  the  house.  She  shall  in  no  case  be  absent  during  the  night 
without  permission  from  the  Visiting  Committee.  She  shall  enforce  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Managers,  and  carry  out  such  others  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  Visiting  Committee.  She  shall  be  present  at  meals, 
see  that  they  are  properly  served,  and  that  all  the  inmates  who  are  in 
health  are  present,  and  that  suitable  food  be  prepared  for  the  sick.  She 
shall  report  to  the  Visiting  Committee  the  names  of  all  applicants  and 
the  date  of  application,  and,  if  presents  be  made  to  the  Institution,  the 
names  of  the  persons  making  them,  and  the  character  of  the  donation. 
She  shall  at  all  times  maintain  the  respect  due  to  her  station,  and  by 
kindness,  attention,  and  judicious  treatment  endeavor  to  gain  the  esteem 
and  secure  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  all  those  under  her  care.  If 
improper  conduct  is  observed  in  any  member  of  the  family,  she  shall, 
after  the  first  offence,  report  the  same  to  the  Visiting  Committee.  She 
will,  under  the  direction  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  have  the  direction  of 
nurses,  domestics,  and  all  other  employees  in  the  building.  It  shall  be 
her  duty  to  see  that  neatness  and  good  conduct  prevail  in  every  part  of 
the  establishment,  and  that  all  unnecessary  fires  and  lights  are  extin¬ 
guished  by  9.30  P.M. 
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ARTICLE  III. 

ON  ADMISSIONS. 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Admissions  to 
visit  each  applicant  and  inquire  into  her  circumstances  and  character, 
and  make  a  full  report  to  the  Board  in  writing  in  regard  to  those  deemed 
by  them  proper  persons  for  admission  to  the  Home,  always  accompanied 
with  a  certificate  from  a  physician  of  good  standing  that  he  has  exam¬ 
ined  the  applicant,  and  that  she  has  no  physical  or  mental  infirmity 
that  should  preclude  her  admission.  The  Board  shall,  in  all  cases,  de¬ 
cide  upon  the  admission  of  candidates.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Admissions  to  keep  a  record,  in  which  shall  be  entered  the 
names  of  all  applicants,  their  respective  ages,  places  of  birth  and  resi¬ 
dence,  by  whom  recommended,  date  of  application,  and  such  other  in¬ 
formation  as  may  be  of  importance.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  as  an 
inmate  of  the  Home  without  a  recommendation  from  this  Committee. 

Sect.  2.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Home  unless  of  Ameri¬ 
can  parentage,  except  by  a  majority  of  all  the  Managers  present  and 
voting  at  a  regular  meeting;  and  preference  shall  always  be  given  to 
natives  or  residents  of  Roxbury. 

Sect.  3.  Persons  under  sixty  years  of  age  shall  not  be  eligible.  In 
the  admission  of  all  persons,  they  shall  be  received  on  probation  of 
three  months,  at  the  expiration  of  which  the  Board  of  Managers  shall 
act  definitely  on  the  case  of  each  one  so  received  ;  and,  if  not  confirmed 
as  permanent  inmates,  the  admission  fee,  deducting  three  dollars  per 
week,  shall  be  returned. 

Sect.  4.  The  Board  of  Managers  may  by  vote  admit  inmates  on  such 
terms  as  the  pecuniary  condition  of  the  corporation  or  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  any  particular  case  may  seem  to  demand.  Until  otherwise 
ordered,  three  hundred  dollars  shall  be  the  fee  for  admission.  Fur¬ 
niture  and  other  articles  brought  into  the  house  by  or  for  permanent 
inmates  must  remain  for  the  benefit  of  the  Home. 

Sect.  5.  The  Board  of  Managers  have  the  right  at  any  time  to  dis¬ 
charge  and  remove  from  the  Home  any  inmate  who  has  been  guilty  of 
disobedient  or  disorderly  conduct  or  who,  in  their  judgment,  has  by  her 
conduct  rendered  such  action  necessary  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
Institution,  provided,  however,  that  no  vote  of  removal  shall  be  passed, 
unless  the  intention  to  pass  such  vote  shall  have  been  inserted  in  the 
notice  calling  the  meeting. 

Sect.  6.  Inmates  who  have  property  must  secure  the  same  to  the  cor¬ 
poration  before  admission  ;  and  in  case  of  money  or  other  property 
coming  into  their  possession  after  their  admission  by  inheritance,  be¬ 
quest,  or  otherwise,  they  must,  if  they  continue  in  the  Home,  make 
the  same  over  to  the  corporation  upon  the  demand  of  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

Sect.  7.  Inmates  will  be  required  in  all  cases  to  comply  with  the 
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Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Home,  as  provided  by  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

INMATES. 

Section  i.  The  inmates  will  be  required  at  all  times  to  treat  the 
Matron  and  Visiting  Committee  with  deference  and  respect.  They  will 
also  endeavor,  by  quiet  and  gentle  manners,  to  diffuse  an  air  of  cheerful¬ 
ness  and  good  feeling  throughout  the  establishment ;  and,  by  acts  of 
kindness  and  forbearance,  to  gain  the  esteem  and  promote  the  happiness 
and  comfort  of  each  other. 

Sect.  2.  Those  who  are  able  will  be  required  to  make  their  own  beds 
and  to  keep  their  own  rooms  in  order,  neat  and  clean,  and,  under  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Matron,  to  assist  those  who  are  unable  to  do  the  same. 
They  will  also  be  expected  to  assist  in  domestic  duties  and  in  sewing, 
and  generally  to  render  all  the  services  they  can  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Institution  and  the  comfort  of  those  inmates  more  helpless  than  them¬ 
selves. 

Sect.  3.  No  intoxicating  drinks  shall  be  used,  except  by  order  of  the 
physician;  and,  in  such  cases,  they  must  be  administered  by  the  Matron. 

Sect.  4.  All  that  is  necessary  for  the  comfort  of  the  inmates  of  the 
Home  will  be  provided  from  the  funds  of  the  Association.  No  inmate, 
therefore,  will,  on  any  account,  be  permitted  to  leave  the  Institution  to 
solicit  assistance  or  procure  work,  unless  by  special  permission  from  the 
Visiting  Committee. 

Sect.  5.  No  inmate  will  be  allowed  to  interfere  with  the  Matron  or  to 
obstruct  her  in  the  discharge  of  her  duties,  but  any  one  having  cause  of 
complaint  must  present  the  same  to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

Sect.  6.  If  any  inmate  desires  to  visit  her  friends  or  to  go  off  the 
premises  at  any  time,  permission  rpust  be  obtained  of  the  Matron,  who, 
before  granting  the  same,  must  ascertain  where  the  person  wishes  to  go 
and  how  long  she  proposes  to  be  absent. 

Sect.  7.  All  of  the  inmates  who  are  able  will  take  their  meals  at  the 
regular  table  provided  for  them,  and  will  also  attend  the  Sunday  service 
held  for  them  in  the  parlor  each  Sunday  afternoon. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Visitors  may  be  permitted  any  day  in  the  week  between  the  hours  of 
10  and  12  A.M.  and  2  and  6  P.M.,  and  on  Sundays  after  2  o’clock  P.M. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

These  Rules  and  Regulations  may  be  altered,  amended,  or  abrogated, 
and  others  prescribed  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers; 
and,  to  insure  harmony,  strict  attention  should  be  paid  to  them. 
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
